The aque- 
uct will furnish 20,000 inches of wa- 
er, of which the present needs of Los 
Angeles city is about 2,000 inches, 
leaving 18,000 inches to remain undis- 
tributed unless the cities contiguous 
,|p JU>s Angelas are taken Into a..con- 
solidated government. Mayor Alexan- 
der has practically stated that the 
towns and cities east of the San Ga- 
briel river caniiot profitably receive 
the Owens river water, and the feel- 
ing of the Los Angeles consolidation 
promoters is that the 
communities 


east of the river must be left out of 
the new deal. This puts it squarely 
up to this vicinity east of the river.

There isn't ?. man in the district 


who can talk about divers conditions 
of groves and oranges as a manager 
of a citrus association. He continually 
Tmmps up against conditions which he 
must answer and explain, and it Is hla 
business to do so, and after being in 
the district a length of time he gets 
so accustomed to the different condi- 
tions of crops that he knows where to 
get the size and quality of fruit the 
trade calls for at special times. It is 
his business to pick here and there to 
get in the house a desirable lot of 
sizes where he can dispatch his cars 
Cof regular sizes) without delay. Tic 
is continually working to cut to a min- 
imum, cars of off sizes, and cars of 
large off sizes, letting the small sizes 
grow to increase the crop, and picking 
the large sizes early so as not to get 
them in a class of undesirable sizes. 


While talking to a grower the other 


day, he asked me why he did not get 
as much money per packed box as his 
neighbor. I sat down and figured with 
him. If the sizes of his fruit, instead 
of being from 216 down to 360 size, 
had been 216 and up to S6 size, he 
would have increaseed his crop 50 per 
cent. If his fruit had been regular 
sizes instead of small he would have 
increased his net income at leaeest 35 
per cent. If the fruit had been protect- 
ed by an abundance of foliage, keeping 
it from getting marked, it would have 
produced a better grade, another in- 
crease of possibly 2~i per cent in the 
net income from the grove, and if the 
Valencias had been of an orange color 
instead of a green, another increase 
of 25 per cent, and to cap the climax, 
there was room enough on the trees 
for another 50 per cent increase in the 
crop. Will some one please figure up 
how much the net earnings of this 
grove would have been increased if 
the conditions were all as they should 
have been? 
—You may ask me, why did you not 
let the scmall fruit grow? The oranges 
did not grow. Why not? 


The Argus in an article last week 


speaks of fertilization, cultivation and 
irrigation, a tripod. If a grower wants 
to reach the highest point of success 
he must see to it that his tripod is 
•well balanced, for even should one leg 
be shorter than the others he can not 
expect the desired returns. Last week 
on my trip through the orchards I 
came to two ten acre groves side by 
side, soil about the same, trees almost 
the same size. One of them gets dry 
before irrigating time; the other does 
not. This is not the fault of irriga- 
tion, but of cultivation. No one can 
expect water to do its duty unless you 
put the water where it can work to 
the best advantage. If the man on the 
one ten doesn't get the results as the 
man on the other ten, it is entirely up 
to him. 


Another tripod is commercial fertili- 


zer, nitrogen, phosphoric acid and pot- 
ash. If you go to an up-to-date sec- 
tion where they raise sugar beets, you 
will find that the beets are planted in 
plots. 
When the beets are getting 


ripe they gather a few beets from the 
various plots, cut them up and analyze 
them as to sugar, etc.. and if the beets 
don't come up to the required stand- 
ard, they balance the tripod for better 
results. 


This is entirely out of tlie question 


as to orange orchards. You can not 
cut up the tree so as to find out the 
fertilizer it takes to grow the same. 
Not long ago, on another walk through 
the groves, my attention was called 
to splendid foliage on a few rows of 
trees. The owner had put on a car- 
load of manure, and the effects of if 
were astonishing, although manure 
contains but a very small amout r.f 
plant food, if any. It was an agent to 
start the nitrogen bacteria in the ^oil 
and the nitrogen already in the soil 
became available to the tree, hence •' e 
splendid foliage. There are other sub- 
stances that are not plant foods, but 
are very necessary elements in the 
production of crops. You may irrigate. 
cultivate, fumigate, put on nH'(.;:en. 
phosphoric acid or potash, nut yon 
must have another well-balan'---d tri- 
pod to make these things aviilubl" 
and it is composed of lime, iron and 
magnesia.

you get variegated leaf. It. shows that 
there is less lime than magnesia, be- 
cause we have the variegated leaf. 
There is no lime in the irrigating wa- 
ter whereby we may replace the lime 
taken up by the tree. According to 


Hillman in "The Cultivation of Citrus 
Fruits." the analysis of orange trees 
in the TOO parts is as follows: 


Fruit—nitrogen .32; phosphoric ac- 


id .38; potash 32; lime .43. 


Leaves—nitrogen .70: phosphoric 


acid .10; potash .;;2; lime .VI. 


Trunk and branches—nitrogen .70; 


phosphoric acid .43; potash .~>K; lime 
.80. 


He goes on to say: "It may be 


well to mention here that in the opin- 
ion of some of the most experienced 
and successful growers of oranges in 
Spain, all formula of manures for the 
orange tree should contain sulphate of 
lime and sulphate of iron, the quantity 
varying according to the composition 
of the soil. If the land is poor in lime 
only, gypsum (sulphate of lime) is 
employed; if lime is moderately in 
abundance both sulphates are used, 
and if the soil is distinctly calcareous 
only the sulphate of iron." 


As you notice in the table, the tree 


and fruit take more Mme from the soil 
than any of the three other parts. We 
know that super-phosphate and phos- 
phoric acid carry phosphate of lime 
and after being reverted in the soil 
will make a sulphate of lime which 
will be available, but the amount is 
by far too small to supply the tree 
and fruit. 
Still it has been demon- 


strated that trees are doing better 
and more fruit by using fertilizers 
that actually carry a certain percent- 
age of lime than by using fertilizers 
that don't. 


A certain growers asked the ques- 


tion why, under the treatment of an 
abundance of fertilizer, some trees do 
very well, while others don't. Some 
growers are calling commercial fertili- 
zers a failure because they do not get 
the results they expert. It is not. the 
fault of the fertilizer if the soil car- 
ries the amount of lime it should. 


At the thirty-fourth fruit growers' 


convention held in Riverside in 1908, 
there was a paper read by Frank L. 
Palmer . 
North Pomona. In part he 


says: 


"The advantages and disadvantages 


of a soluble phosphate may be stated 
in this way: When soluble phosphoric 
acid becomes distributed in the soil, 
a process of fixation rapidly takes 
place, the 
phosphoric acid uniting 


with the lime and other alkaline bases 
present in the soil. This process is 
commonly spoken of as reversion. If 
there is plenty of lime in the soil the 
lime will be the rst of the alkaline 
bases to get the acid and the reverted 
phosphoric acid is then just as valua- 
ble as it was before, because in this 
form it is still available to the roots 
of the tree. If, however, there is not 
much ..me in the soil, but a good deal 
of iron and alumia, these bases will 
get the acid which practically in this 
case would pretty effectually lock it 
up, and it is in this respect that the 
possible loss of the phosphoric acid 
takes 'lace. You will notice then that 
there is little danger of loss by leach- 
ing because the phosphoric acid by 
the process of combination becomes 
fixed in the soil, and the only loss is 
n cases where the soil may be verv 
deficient in lime and very rich in 
iron." 


There was a time in the dark age\j 


back East that some one got up a say- 
ing that lime makes a rich father and 
a poor son. but now adays plant food 
taken out of the soil through the agen- 
cy of lime can lie returned by the use 
ot 
fertilizers. 
While your orchards 


have been producing large crops ev- 
ery year you have taken out of the 
soil tons of lime. What have you done 
to replace the same? 


1 will give you the answer of the 


great Fruit Growers' Convention re- 
cently held ai Pomona. Out of the 
I'nited States report No. 70, "Exhaus- 
tion and Abandonment of Soils." be- 
fore the Industrial Commission, page 
31: "We have in Maryland and Penn- 
sylvania small areas of land that are 
derived from the disintegration of ser- 
pentine rooks that carry a large pro- 
portion of magnesia, and it has been 
found that where the amount of mag- 
nesia is in excess of the amount of 
lime, plants rarely do well and tre- 
quently are an entire failure. In such 
cases the application of lime simply 
to reverse the ratio and make lime a 
predominating ingredient in the soil 
will restore the fertility of the land. 
Very frequently, also, and probably 
more often even than we now sup- 
I osc. soil is acid. It has been found 
that the soil of Uhode Island is very 
generally acid, and the addition of 
liinn simply 'o neutralize this acidity 
will promote the fertility of the lands 
in a very remarkable dearee this same 
cause (jf acidity of the soil is found 
now to be much more prevalent than 
we have heretofore suposed to be the 
case."

'Court will be further endeared in the 
minds of those who love fair play 
and justice, when it becomes gener-

'Of criminal procedure. If the hope of 
the advocates of this measure is real- 
ized, the Penal Code of California will 
be a model for other states to follow. 
His record on the bench and bar. not 
only of this state, but of other states

well, where, his decisions have 


been made, were cited as precedents. 
In this connection it might be well 
to mention a few of his 
decisions 


which are most widely known and 
which -were on matters of great public 
importance. 


Judge Sloss wrote the decision up- 


holding the McEnary Act. This was 
an emergency measure passed by the 
legislature to provide a legal method 
of restoring records of real estate 
titles destroyed by the great San Fran- 
cisco fire.

Another part, by a process 
of substitution, takes the place of its 
equivalent in potash, in its insoluble 
forms, rendering the latter available 
while so much soda is thus, in effect, 
withdrawn from the soil. That this re- 
placement of potash by soda does take 
place to a measurable extent, is vouch- 
ed for by KO high an authority as Dr. 
Hilgard. besides having been demon- 
strated in my own laboratory. 
Still 


another portion of the soda coming in 
contact with any gypsum that may be 
in the soil, or that may be added to it, 
in the presence of carbonic acid, rap- 
idly becomes by double decomposition, 
the sulphate of soda, while the lime 
in the gypsum becomes the very need- 
ful carbonate. These are not theories, 
but demonstrated facts. 


It is customary to use superphos- 


phate with nitrate of soda, and I gen- 
erally advise from two and one-half 
to three times as much of the former 
as of the latter for citrus trees. In 
these proportions the superphosphate 
contains more than enough gypsum to 
convert all the soda from the nitrate 
into the sulphate, even were none re- 
moved from the soil in the manner 
"il ready mentioned. Xow the sulphate 
of soda is the least harmful of all the i 
jrdinary sodium salts.

THE TREES OF CITRUS 


ORCHARDS. 


Ladies 
and 
Gentle- 
Mr. 
Chairman, 
men: 


I am here this afternoon to talk to 


you about the effects of nitrate of 
soda, and I propose to tell you "the 
truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth." 


I do not need to say anything about 


the power of nitrate of soila in caus- 
ing a vigorous, healthy growth in all 
plants, nor is it necessary to speak of 
th? increased yield and size of fruit 
it produces when used in connjunc- 
tion with other plant food elements. 
With these you are all familiar. But 
we will consider briefly those effects 
which are more obscure, and hence 
of less genera! knowledge. 


As we all know, anything that has 


power for good, when that power is 
properly directed and controlled, has 
also power for evil when not so con- 
trolled, or when misused. 
Xitrate of 


soda is no exception. 
But it happens 


that every evil that may arise from 
its use is avoidable. 


In the use of nitrate of soda a limit 


it 


would prove unprofitable. You may 
go still farther in its use and reach 
another 
limit, as with any soluable 


salt, where the plant might be injur- 
iously affected. 
The cost of the arti- 


cle however, will prove a protecting 
barrier to your ever reaching the lat- 
ter and higher limit.

Much of this consignment was grown 
on the new land In the West Covina 
and Bassett district. The crop on the 
big Bassett ranch of 200 acres is esti- 
mated as near to seventy-five tons, 
and the nuts are fine quality. 
The 


growers have been receiving fifteen 
cents per pound for the number one 
nuts, eleven cents for the number two 
grade, and seventeen 
and one-half 


cents for the nuts from budded stock. 
The West Covina and 
Bassett dis- 


trict has been coming into bearing so 
rapidly that the growers are about to 
organize an association 
in that dis- 


trict, and will probably build a ship- 
ping and sorting house the coming 
year.
